OFFICERS CHOSEN 
AT MEETING OF 
LEGION TUESDAY 


Washington, Dec. 24.— Secretary 
Danies yesterday ordered a compre­ 
hensive report on award of naval 
decorations prepared for the in­ 
formation of Chairman Page of the 
Senate naval committee. It will in­ 
clude all recommendations by in­ 
dividuals or by boards and the ac­ 
tion by the boards and tile secre­ 
tary himself upon the recommenda­ 
tions. 
The order was issued in response 
to a request from Senator Page 
which followed criticism 
of the 
manner 
in which some 
of 
the 
awards were distributed. 
Part of 
this criticism was made by Rear 
Admiral Sims, who commanded the 
American 
naval 
forces 
overseas 
during the war. 
Daniels declined to comment on 
the letter on the subject received 
by him from Admiral Sims further 
than to say that published excerpts 
from the letter appeared to be sub­ 
stantially correct although he had 
not had time to read the communi­ 
cation carefully. 
In the letter Ad­ 
miral Sims declined the decoration 
— a Distinguished Service medal— 
tendered to him personally on the 
ground that 
injustice had 
been 
done some officers in the distribu­ 
tion of the awards. 
Daniels added that the list of 
awards already made public was in 
no way final.

mirals, captains and other informa­ 
tion: (2) The action of the board 
upon all such recommendations and 
its complete report: (2) The action 
taken by the department.

the house naval committee, an­ 
nounced today that when congress 
reconvened he would introduce a 
resolution calling on the navy de­ 
partment for a reuort on changes 
made by Secretary Daniels of the 
recommendations for awarding na­ 
val decorations. 


The 
nation-wide 
Interchurch 
Survey is making much headway 
according to A. W . Taylor, director 
of the Missouri survey. 
Several 
hundred counties have been com­ 
pletely surveyed already, and 
in 
hundreds of others the inquiry is 
under way. 
It is the first, real as­ 
sessment of church forces and of 
the field to he occupied by Chris­ 
tianity ever made. 
Most interest­ 
ing findings are being made. 
For 
instance: 
In a wide district in Tennessee 
it was found the average salary of 
the ministers was less than $100 
per year. 
In one community of 700 popula­ 
tion in Missouri the three churches 
there have only 79 resident mem­ 
bers. an average attendance of only 
24 in the Sunday School, preach­ 
ing only three Sunday mornings 
per month with an average attend­ 
ance of 24 tho past summer. There 
is no resident pastor and the three 
churches paid out about $400 for 
current support the past year. The 
average attendance at church ser­ 
vices is about fortyfive. 
This is 
a very prosperous .intelligent com­ 
munity. 


In another community of like size 
there is one church with a resi­ 
dent pastor. 
It raised $1800 for 
all purposes, sent more than $200 
of it to help others, has a Sunday j 
School of over 200. a Boys’ Club, j 
a modern church costing $12,000 j 
and equipped for up-to-date church} 
w’ork. 


In two mid-Missouri counties 207* 
churches have been located. 
The; 
total population is about 
55,0<>0. | 
Thus there is one church to every j 
205 people counting children, non-; 
church members and all.' Not less 
than 125 of these churches are in 
the open country and not one of j 
them has a resident 
pastor 
or! 
preaching more than once 
perj 
month. 
Few- of them are making, 
real progress. 
In three Ozark counties there is J 
not a single resident pastor giving j 
all his time to one c o u n t y , ooh a 
few church buildings, and the Holy I 
Rollers are the most 
numberous 
religious body in many of the com­ 
munities. 
The tabulation or the 
findings 
are proceeding and m a n y facts will j 
soon he available.

In a statement to the shopmen 
themselves the president declared 
that the primary step was to in­ 
crease production

transportation, so as to make up 
i for the destruction wrought by the 
I war and the terrible scarcities it 
created. 
The president added that 
I the government had taken up, with 
j all possible vigor, the task of bring- 
I ing the profiteer to book, making 
I the stocks of necessaries in the 
I country available at lower prices, 
I stimulating production and facili­ 
tating distribution. 
\ 
“The movement inaugurated at 
that time to gain control over the 
cost of living has been largely in 
the hands of the department of 
justice. 
It should be helpful to 
point out what has already been 
! accomplished 
and what 
further 
i steps are in contemplation. 
To al- 
l leviate the situation, it is necessary 
I to look back and ascertain what 
the trend of prices has been in past 
years. 
“Taking retail food prices as a 
basis, the index number of the Unit­ 
ed States bureau of labor statistics 
from 1911 to 1919 indicate that up 
to 1919 there has been a noticeable 
trend upward in such prices in the 
fall of the year, whereas since Au­ 
gust this year such retail food pric­ 
es have been kept practically sta­ 
tionary. 
By way of illustration, 
during the period August to No­ 
vember, inclusive. 1916, there was 
an advance in retail food prices, as 
indicated by the bureau of labor 
statistics, of 13 points; in 1917, 18 
points, and in 1918, 16 points, as 
compared with no increast what­ 
soever in the corresponding period 
of 1919. 
Considering 
the four 
years from 1911 td 1914. inclusive, 
retail prices show a slight upward 
trend from September I to October 
I. 
A greaser upward trend from 
October I to November I and re­ 
mained practically stationary from 
November I to December I.
